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ATTACHMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

1. Applicants' after-final amendment filed January 6, 2006 will not be entered since the 
proposed amendments raise new issues that would require further consideration and also, since 
the proposed amendments are not deemed to place the application in better form for appeal by 
materially reducing or simplifying the issues for appeal. Specifically, the newly amended 
composition range of "70% to about 80% by weight of inorganic mineral powders" and "28% to 
about 18% by weight of polyethylene" introduces subject matter that has not been previously 
presented in such a narrow range with the exclusion of the broader range claimed throughout 
prosecution of the instant application, and as such would require further consideration and a new 
search. Further, it is noted that Applicants' after-final amendment filed January 6, 2006 presents 
new claims (claims 27-30) without canceling a corresponding number of finally rejected claims 
(claims 21-23) (emphasis added). 

Claims 16-18 and 20-26 are pending in the instant application. 

Response to Remarks 

2. Applicants' arguments filed January 6, 2006 have been fully considered. 

Applicants argue that the art of record does not teach or suggest, either alone or in 
combination, a composition including, 70% to about 80% by weight of inorganic mineral 
powders and 28% to about 18% by weight of polyethylene. However, this argument is drawn to 
a newly presented claim limitation that introduces subject matter that has not been previously 
presented in such a narrow range with the exclusion of the broader range claimed throughout 
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prosecution of the instant application, and as such would require further consideration and a new 
search. 

Applicants argue that the newly added claims 27-30 are also drawn to a composition and 
as such should be examined with the finally rejected claims 16-18 and 20. However, under 37 
CFR 1.1 16 and 41.33(a), an after-final amendment is not entered when said amendment presents 
new claims without canceling a corresponding number of finally rejected claims. Further, it is 
noted that newly added claims 27-30 introduces subject matter in a manner not previously 
presented and as such that would require further consideration.
